San Fr ancisco. 
An account given in the columns 
of the Examiner r epr esented this as 
the finest and closest wr iting ever 
accomplished; but Mr . Wellman has 
far exceeded the Fr enchman, not 
only in the number of wor ds he has 
succeeded in getting cn a postal 
car d, but in the length of the wor ds 
he used also. 
M. Gr incour t copied a por tion of 
one 
ot Victor 
Hugo’s novels 
in 
which the wor ds wer e notor iously 
shor t. 
Mr . Wellman copied eight 
columns of the San Fr ancisco Bul­ 
letin, selected fr om thr ee distinct 
ar ticles, so that he could not be ac­ 
cused of copying fr om one wr iter 
whose vocabular y consisted chiefly 
of shor t wor ds. 
Ther e wer e 
n o 
lines on M. Gr incour t’s postal car d 
and 154 on Mr . Wellman’s. 
Mr . Wellman also asser ts that he 
had plenty of r oom to spar e and 
could 
easily 
have 
got 
in 
8,500 
wor ds. 
He wor ked on it for fifteen 
days, at odd moments, when he 
could 
escape 
fr om 
his 
business 
duties. 
He says he could have ac­ 
complished it in six hour s of steady 
wor k. 
He wr ote it at the pace of fifty 
wor ds a minute, while his pace in 
wr iting the or dinar y size is fr om 
thir ty-five to for ty a minute. 
The 
postal can easily be r ead with a 
glass, and a per son with a good eye 
can r ead it without the help of a 
glass. 
A fellow cler k of Mr . Wellman 
easily r ead the postal with his naked 
eye, but begged off fr om all postals 
being wr itten in that fashion. 
The 
7,068 wor ds ar e wr itten with an or ­ 
dinar y steel pen in violet ink. 
The 
ink is a mer e matter of chance and 
has nothing to do with the fineness 
of the wor k. 
Mr . 
Wellman 
has 
never done 
any wor k ot this kind befor e. 
His 
only pr actice was 
in wr iting the 
Lor d’s pr ayer . 
Without the slight­ 
est difficulty he accomplished the 
feat of wr iting these seventy-two 
wor ds in a space no lar ger than a 
gold 
quar ter 
of 
a 
dollar . 
The 
wr iter of this cur iosity is a young 
Amer ican, twenty-eight year s old. 
He 
is 
near -sighted 
and 
wear s 
glasses, but his eyes must be str ong, 
as he has suffer ed no pain nor in­

inequalities Pointed 
Out in a Report.

Labor Commissioner Lee Meri- 
wether^d report, says the Republic, 
contains some entertaining facts as 
to the inequalities of taxation on 
real estate in Missouri. 
According 
to the report the average assessed 
value of Missouri farms is 35. 05 per 
cent of the real value. 
The injus 
tice, however, lies in the fact that 
the same assessor in one and the 
same 
county 
often 
assesses one 
property 
as 
high 
as 
100 
per 
cent, while a near neighbor's prop 
erty will be assessed at, perhaps, 
only a fifth of its real value.

yClose examination of the 
county 
records shows that not only arc as­ 
sessments unequal in different towns 
and different counties, but in the 
same town and in the same county, 
next-door neighbors 
are so often 
obliged to pay a different amount 
of taxes on property of

LONGEST BASE LINE. 


T h e M o s t S t u p e n d o u s G a o d e t i c S u r ­ 


vey E v e r U n d e r t a k e n . 
The coast and geodetic su rvey has 
ju st conclu ded its labors in the field 
u pon the most 
stu pendou s geodetic 
su rvey ever u ndertaken in any cou n­ 
try, 
and 
which gives the United 
States the longest base line 
upo n 
which to establish su bsequ ent su r­ 
veys in existence in the world. 
It 
is known as the 
transcontinental 
arc, and lies along the 39 th parallel 
of north 
latitu de, extending 
fro m 
ocean ^to ocean. 
Its eastern end is 
at a point on the Atlantic ten miles 
sou th of L ittle E gg island light­ 
hou se, 
below 
Cape May, and 
its 
western end is six miles north 
o f 
P u nta A renas 
lighthou se, on the 
Pacific, 
several 
miles above 
San 
Francisco. 
According to 
the radiu s of the 
39 th parallel as given by Bessel, the 
famou s astronom er of Koenigsberg, 
Germany, who first calcu lated the 
diameter of the earth and measu red 
the distance from the earth to 61 
Cygni, the nearest fixed star, the 
length of the are as measu red by the 
coast and geodetic su rvey officials is 
111 feet in error; and according 
to 
the radiu s of the same parallel as 
fixed by Sir A ndrew Clarke, of Glas­ 
gow u niversity, the error is 9 3J feet. 
B u t Gen. Du field, su perintendent o f 
tbe^ su rvey, 
declares 
th a t 
these 
variations from the heretofore estab­ 
lished standards show error in them 
and not in the calcu lation cf his 
scientists. 
By the m easu rem ents 
made on the line, and which have 
been aggregated in 
the office a t 
W ashington, the arc, a t sea 
lev el 
for the entire distance—th a t is, fol­ 
lowing the cu rvatu re of the earth's 
su rface—is 2,625.8 miles in length. 
The establishm ent of the radiu s o f 
the 39 th parallel from these meas­ 
u rem ents is a m atter 
for fu rther 
calcu lation. 
The valu e and 
vastness of the 
work accomplished 
cannot be in­ 
telligently appreciated by 
the u n­ 
scientific mind. 
It was inau gu rated 
by the su rvey nearly, if not qu ite, 
half a centu ry ago. 
Progress u pon 
it has been spasmodic, bu t some 
work has been done ever 
y year since 
the beginning. 
It has cost the gov­ 
ernm ent abou t $1 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 , bu t the 
expenditu re is said by the officials to 
be fu lly ju stified by the importance 
of th e project. 
Ru ssia and China 
are the only other cou ntries on the 
globe wherein a base line of a ny­ 
thing like equ al magnitu de is pos­ 
sible, and in neither one is it likely 
to be su rveyed for many years. 
The 
longest base line heretofore su rveyed 
was th a t in India, ru nning north 
and sou th 
abou t 1,000 
miles 
in 
length. 
Eu ropean 
scientists 
have 
beeh greatly interested in the prog­ 
ress of the American arc, and its 
completion will dou btless be the oc­
